It is stated that some conversation 
took place iu refeieucc to a change in the part- 
nership by which Orville D. Jewett was to leave 
the firm, the otbei members paying him $200,- 
000 for his interest. About 10 o'clock Charles 
Jewett went into the rear office and after some 
conversation left. George W. returned and all 
was silent and busy until 10.37 A SI., when 
the clerks weie appalled by & frightful explo- 
sion which suook the building. 
On going to 


the back office they met Dean staggering to- 
ward the door and covered with blood. They 
found on the floor the body of George W. Jew- 
ett, who merely gasped and died. Orville D. 
Jewett was also found greatly injured. 
He 


lingered until eveni.ig when he died without 
having communicate 1 anything la regard to the 
occurrence. A post mortem examination re- 
vealed fiva bills in his body, four ol which fit- 
ted a revolver and the fifth the large navy pis- 
tol found in the fat:d room on the floor. Dean 
was Injured in the arm and leg but is recover- 
ing. Up to Saturday be had refused to say 
anything in regard to the matter. Further in- 
vestigation showed fragments of a conical shell, 
a Land-grenade, by which the disaster bad been 
caused. The fragments bad taken singular 
courses aud battered every part of the room. 
Tlie furniture bore evidences ef terrible force, 
and on* piece was driven In the wall.

'The Southern Hotel, one of the largest and 


I finest hotels in Si. Louis, -was burned yester- 
| day morning. The iir) was discovered at 1:25 


I A. M., and in loss tha-i an hour it was a heap 


, of ruins. The affrighted inmates, on being 
| roused from sleep, wer i met by clouds of smoke 


! which filled the halls a id rendered escape dlfli- 
' cult. Many were rescued by means of ladders, 


and some threw thannelves from windows o; 
lot thcuiiclves down l.y ropes and bedclothes 
lorn into strips. Six n.en were killed by jump- 
ing from windows, anil it is feared tbat many 
perished by smoke ami fire. In the upper stories 
—beyond the re'icli ol assihtan.se—were about 
eighty servants. It is iloubtfnl if many of them 
escaped; for the entin upper part of the build- 
Ing was in flames when tlie lire was first dis- 
covered. We give some of the particulars as 
narrated by a correspondent in to-day's JVci" 
York Tribtthr: *

The poor creatures 
hanging from the upfier windows continued 
their cries, which smote, upon the ears of their 
helpless bearers below with such foice as can 
better bn imagined than described.

had gained almost full possession of the sixth 
story, the ladders were biought into requisition ; 
but they were far too short, the longest scarcely 
reaching beyond the fourth llonr. 


The cries of "Help! Help!" as they rang 


forth from all sides, seemed to paralyze the fire- 
men as well as the others who were lookers-on. 
Some one with a cool head suggested that the 
longest ladders be raised to the top of the Wal- 
nut street verrandah, which would have the 
effect of lengthening them by two stories. 
This 


was done, and by it nnny were nuvcd.

ANNA DUIUSiSOlV BPEAKS A PIECE 


Of HEB MIKD. 


In New York, on Monday night. Anna Dick- 


inson devoted a full hour after the curtuiu 
diopped upon the last sceqe of her play,' '?&. 
Crown of Thorns." to a merciless criticism of 
the New J'orh critics. It was nearly midnight, 
before she closed. She began by saying she 
did not object lo criticism— to being called no 
actress, or to being called ugly. 
\Vlmt she 


complained of was a deliberate falsification of 
the facts in regard to her and her play. 


She quoted from the Tribune tbe assertion 


that she had made a failure in Boston, and 
said tnat, after four days' rehearsal, after sleep- 
less nights and anxious days—70 hours with- 
out, sleep and 17 without foot!—during which 
she had lost, seventeen pounds of flesh, she ap- 
peared belore 3,000 people in Boston. 
She was 


not, elated when the lirst, second and third acts 
passed 
without any of the audience re- 


tiring; but when they remained till the close 
and called her before the curtain, she felt that 
her play was not a failure. 


>Sne directiy charged ihc Tribune with false- 


hood, several times .repeated, in commenting 
upon hei self and her play; and she quoted the 
Boston papers and the papers of other New 
England 'and Western cities, almost unani- 
mous in the opinion that the play would be 
the most successful historical drama of modern 
times. 


To the Jlcrrtld critic's recent query, " Where 


can we find any one of al! those persons who 
decUied this play a success""?" she replied by 
quoting from the Herald of a year ago the as- 
sertion that "The ' Crown of Thorns' is pre- 
eminently a good acting play." and thus let. it 
answer itself. 


KiTiiiTing to the production of her play in 


Xow York, she told the difficulties and the'suf- 
I'erings that she had met with. She had in 
times past felt so strong tbat she thought she 
could bear anything. But what could she do 
against the papers of New York—a small, 
weak, sick, miserable, ciushed, heart-bloke: 
woman? "God only knows," she said, "I 
did not want to fight them. I was almost 
crushed, but I struggled on, as I will strutrsle 
on; because, halving taken hold of my work in 
life to do, I will nol lay it down till I utterly 
fail." 


During the delivery of this part of her ad 


dress Miss Dickinson's emotion moved 
her 


audience deeply, and the applause thai followed 
was hearty in the extreme.
